When, in 1800, the Democrat* called 
Mr. Lincoln an abolitionist and cited 
the protest of 1837 to support the 
charge friends pointed to the exact 
language of the docum ent as his com­ 
plete and overwhelming refutation. 
Tin* suspension of specie payments 
In 1837 and the general financial panic 
wore felt heavily In Illinois. 
For the 
next two sessions of the legislature 
tin* chief problem was the saving of 
the state's credit by the paym ent of 
the Interest on its <l«*bt, which had be­ 
come very large because of the general 
desire for internal Improvements und 
the 11 bora 1 appropriations made there­ 
for. 
Mr. Lincoln as a legislator took 
on active part In the efforts toward 
this end. 
Two special sessions of the 
legislature were called to devise plans 
for meeting the emergency, 
Mr. Lincoln was his party’s candi­ 
date for speaker In 1838, but was de­ 
feated. 
He retained his old place on 
the finance committee and, being the 
leader of his party, submitted a bill 
which he intended as an expedient for 
paying the interest on the state debt. 
It failed of passage, being considered 
a very poor expedient, though appar­ 
ently the best that could be offered at 
the moment to avoid the unpopular re­ 
sort to direct taxation. 
Tem porary expedients were finally 
adopted, and the state managed to get 
along without repudiating its obliga­ 
tions, a course which was boldly advo­ 
cated Dy n considerable number. 
Up *n one occasion during the session 
of 1840-41 Mr. Lincoln and two col­ 
leagues jumped from a window of the 
church In which the legislature w as 
sitting In order to reduce the attend­ 
ance below a quorum and defeat a pet 
m easure of the Democrats. 
Mr. Gilles­ 
pie, ¡i fellow member, states that “ Mr. 
Lincoln always regretted that be en­ 
tered Into that arrangem ent, as he 
deprecated everything that savored of 
the revolutionary.” 
Mr. Lincoln was elected in 1840 to 
serve, of course, until the next election 
In A u g u s t, 1843, but for reasons of a 
private nature, to be explained here­ 
after, he did not appear during the 
session of 1841-42.

It Is Now Apparent That the Session 


W ill Be Noted More for the Number 


1 
of Bills Killed Than Those Passed— 


A Sum m ary of the Good W ork That 


Has Been Accomplished Toward Re­ 


deeming Platform Pledges.

The outlook is that the shippers 
and manufacturers of the state will 
get the relief that they have desired 
for a long time. 
A bill embodying 
the amendments to the railroad com­ 
mission law that the commission de­ 
sires has been reported favorably in 
the house and the senate, and will 
have practically unanimous support of 
the Republican members which will 
assure its passage. 
This bill will clothe the commission 
with authority to enforce its decisions. 
The railroads will have no opportunity 
to complain that they have not re­ 
ceived a square deal, as they and the 
shippers were given ample opportuni­ 
ty to appear before the commission 
during the preparation of the bill, and 
before the committees of the house 
and senate which considered them. 
The bill will also give the commission 
jurisdiction over the traction compa­ 
nies, but their representatives hav* 
been treated fairly. 
Tn both the senate and the house a 
bill introduced by the shippers and 
m anufacturers of the state has been 
reported for passage. 
It is a very 
drastic proposition, however, and the 
railroad lobby, undoubtedly, will make 
a very vigorous fight against it. 
One 
of the main provisions is for reciprocal 
demurrage. 
Shippers and m anufactu­ 
rers generally are demanding a recip­ 
rocal demurrage law on the ground 
that the railroads should be made to 
pay for delays the same as the ship­ 
pers have to pay. 
However, this is a very advanced 
step, and it is by no means a cer­ 
tainty that the legislature will take It. 
Representatives of some of the big 
car service associations and of the 
railroad companies h a v e explained to 
the members of the legislature that 
under reciprocal dem urrage it is very 
easy for them to carry on a secret 
system, against which there has been 
so much public lamor during the last 
few years. 
The railroads are o b je c t­ 
in g to another fea tu re of the 
bill, 


which provides that they shall move 
freight fifty miles a dav, under penalty 
of five dollar* for f a i l u r e to do so. 
They claim that this feature is very 
unfair to them, and they will intro­ 
duce an am endment to provide that 
If they do move freight over fifty 
m llo a day they will receive five dol­ 
lars extra from the shipper. 
Probably 
the most drastic feature of the bill 
gives the railroad commission au th o r­ 
ity to throw the railroads into the 
hands of a receiver, and to issue re­ 
ceiver’s certificates to o! ‘ain money 
to buy equipment for the road- when 
the latter complains to the shippers 
that they have not sufficient tran s­ 
portation facilities. 
The 
shippers 
and 
manufacturers, 
however, are very much in earnest 
In this matter. 
They have been try­ 
ing for several years to obtain som e­ 
thing along this line and they 
are 
now hopeful of success. 
♦ 
The primary election bill that will 
be finally adopted will apply only to 
the nomination of candidates for coun­ 
ty, city and township offices. 
Much 
work has been done in committee on 
this proposition. 
At a caucus of the 
Republican senators a few days ago 
a special committee was instructed to 
draw up a bill that would be compul­ 
sory on counties having cities of the 
first, second, third and fourth cla s. 
This would have Included about tw en­ 
ty of the larger counties, but so much 
objection has been raised by th* m 
that the bill will be further am ended 
so that It will be optional with every 
county, except Marion, as to w hether 
or not It shall make its nomination* 
under the preposed law. 
Ample provision will be made, how­ 
ever, for the people of * very county 
In the state to have honest primary 
election reform If they desire it. 
I he 
bill will carry out in every respect the 
pledge made by the Republican, party 
last year for the enactm ent of a sys­ 
tem under which the people will have 
every opportunity of voting for men 
of their choice. 
This bill is now on 
third reading in the senate and has 
been reported favorably in the house. 
♦ 
The Republicans in the senate and 
house will pass what is known as the 
Babcock bill to provide for the crea­ 
tion of a separate departm ent to have 
control over the life Insurance busi­ 
ness of the state. 
This bill has been 
more carefully 
considered, perhaps, 
than any other that has been intro­ 
duced. 
It has been reported for pas­ 
sage in the senate and house along 
with many am endm ent* that the two 
Insurance committees of the house and 
senate regard as necessary,. 
These 
am endm ents have been printed and 
laid on the tables of the mem bers for 
their careful consideration, so that 
when the bill comes up a?ain there 
will be no excuse on the part of any­ 
one for not being prepared to discuss 
them Intelligently. 
This bill is ex 
pected to make it Impossible for the 
life Insurance companies to go ahead 
with their reckless expenditure of the 
money that rightfully belongs to their 
policy holders. 
It has been supplemented by sev­ 
eral bills introduced by Republican 
members that will work a complete 
reform In the conduct of life lusurance 
business that will result In an enor­ 
mous saving to the policy holders, and 
at the same time not be unfair to the 
companies. 
One bill has been offered 
in the senate to limit the salary of 
officials of Indiana life insurance com­ 
panies to $10,000 a year, and to make 
It impossible for a foreign Insurance 
company to do business in this state 
If it pays any of Its officers over $50, 
000 a year salary. 
This bill will put 
a stop to the organization of campa- 
Dies who have no other end in view 
than to create high-salaried positions 
for themselves. 
There is another bill introduced by 
a Republican in the senate th a t pro­ 
vides for the abolition of the writing 
of special contracts by Indiana com­ 
panies. 
The thorough investigation 
that was recently made of the life in 
eurance business of Indiana showed 
that the special contract* written by 
many companies cost the other policy 
holders annually many thousands of 
dollars. 
If this bill becomes a law it 
will compel the companies to stop this 
form of business, and the interests 
of the other policy holders will be *c 
well guarded that their insurance will 
be much more valuable to them than 
It has been under the present plan. 
Still another bill Introduced by Re­ 
publicans makes 
provision 
whereby 
the minimum capitalization of live­ 
stock Insurance companies shall be 
$100.000, which would be an increase 
j of $50,000 over the present provision. 
♦ 
The senate and house have passed 
a bill on behalf of the railway train 
men of the state. 
It Is really one oi 
the most im portant features of leg 
islation in their interest in several 
years. 
It provides that on trains oi 
j fifty cars the company shall have six 
m rn —an engineer, fireman, two brake 
men, conductor and a flagman, and or: 
all other trains a crew of five men 
including a flagman. 
This is known as the full train crew 
! bill and was endorsed bv the stats 
federation of labor before the session 
began. Other bills in which the labor 
ing men are interested are rec« iving 
more 
consideration 
than 
has 
been 
usual, in view of the hard fight thal 
has always been made against them 
by the corporation lobby. 


♦ 
The senate has advanced the Haw 
kins anti-trust bill after the Democrat* 
made several 
Ineffective efforts to 
amend It.

to prevent his giving his whole atten ­ 
tion to the case during the remaining 
days of the trial, some other solution 
of the difficulty m ust be looked for. 


New York, Fob. 15.—Another tragic 
chapter in the* history of th** Thaw- 
White episode was written yesterday 
when grim death su p p e d in to halt 
the famous trial in its fourth w eek. 
The wife of Ju ro r No. 11, Mrs. Jos« ph 
B. Bolton, passed away yesterday af­ 
ternoon soon after h< r husband had 
reached her bedside. 
He had been 
summoned from the courtroom where 
the trial had been in progr« ss for less 
than fifteen minutes, 
Th«* formal an­ 
nouncement 
of Mrs. Holton's death 
was made in court shortly after the 
hour set for the aft« n v o n s«*ssion, and 
Justice Fitzgerald iron)' liately order­ 
ed an adjournm ent of tie- ease until 
next Monday morning. 
The court 
also ordered, with th<* consent of coun­ 
sel, that the O t h e r eleven Jurymen be 
given their liberty and no longer held 
together. 
He admonished the jurors 
to be guided by tin ir honesty and 
their oaths, and not to read t h e news­ 
papers or discuss the Thaw case with 
anybody. 
The death of Juror Bolton’s wife 
cast a gloom over the crim inal courts 
building and had a particularly de* | 
pressing effect on everyone connected 
with the tidal. 
The* prisoner seemed 
to feel the m atter q u i t e keenly when 
he was brought into court to hear the 
formal announcem ent of th<* order for 
a postponement of hts further hear­ 
ing. 
The fact that the Thaw jurors 
have been kept In close confinement 
since they were select« «1 for trial ser­ 
vice and that Mr. Bolton had been al- 
lowed to visit bis home only three 
times during his wif<*’s fata! illneBs, 
lent a pathetic aspect to the case, and 
the greatest sympathy was felt on all 
sides. 
During th«- brief m orning session 
when Mr. Bolton had taken his plao« 
In the box, Thaw fixed the juror with 
his gaze as he entered. 
It was not 
a stare of curiosity or concern as to 
his own welfare that the defendant 
turned upon the jurym an, but there 
seemed ra th e r to be a light of sym­ 
pathy in th e eyes of Mi*' m an accused 
of the m u rd er of Stanford \\ hite. 
Mrs. Bolton suffered from double 
pneumonia. 
Her condition 
became 
serious W ednesday wh< n th<- morning 
session of 
th«1 trial was abandoned t< 
aliow 
th*’ juroi 
t«> vis»t 
his 
home, 
which is far up in the Bronx 
Bolton 
was accompanied by two other jury­ 
men and by two court officers. 
The 
law which was invoked tit the begin­ 
ning of the trial to keep the jury to­ 
gether. provides 
that no one juror 
shall at any time be separated from 
the oth< ! s. 
Mrs. Bolton rallit d. how 
ever, 
her husband returned 
to hi* 
place 
and the trial went on. 
When 
court convened yesterday Mr. Bolton 
was again in seat No. 11, but it was 
stated that his wife’s condition was 
critical and he might be called away 
at any moment. 
Dr. Britton D. Evans, superinten­ 
dent of the New Jersey state hospital 
for the insane, was recalled as an 
alienist to continue his direct exam­ 
ination. 
T he witness was asked to 
d< tail the c o n v ersa tio n s he had had 
on various occasions with Thaw in th« 
Tombs. 
He 
had 
already 
declared 
these couvi rsatlons to b<* an ess« ntial 
feature In his conclusion that Thaw 
was of unsound mind at the time of 
the doctor’s first three visits to him 
the last being on Sept. 22. 
Mr. Jer­ 
ome had w ithdrawn his objections t< 
the statem ents by Thaw going into th* 
evidence, and Dr. Evans was about tc 
detail the events of his first visit on 
Aug. 4, w hen the sum m ons for Juror 
Bolton came. 
Captain R icketts of the 
court p olice squad, was seen to whis­ 
per to 
Justice 
Fitzgerald. 
Bolton 
seemed 
to divine 
his 
mission and 
moved uneasily in his chair. 
A recess w as taken until 2 p. m. 
and the juror, still accompanied by 
two of his associates and two court 
officers, hurried to the little home in 
the Bronx where Mrs. Bolton was 
being k ep t alive only by the- use of 
oxygen. 
S h e died soon after her hus 
band’s arrival. 
Juror Bolton is fifty- 
seven years of age and a clerk. 
When court again convened at 2;2f 
p. in., there had been a conference oi 
the attorneys with Justice Fitzgerald 
and the agreem ent had b«*en reached 
to release th«- remaining jurors from 
further confinement. 
In taking this 
action Ju stice Fitzgerald took pains tc 
state that the rule keeping them to 
gether had not been adopted on the 
separate 
recommendation 
of either 
side, but was the result of an agree 
ment based on r< asons which appear­ 
ed excellent alike to the interests oi 
the 
defendant 
and 
of 
the 
people 
There was intended not the slightest 
reflection on the* jury in any way. 
II 
would have been well. Justice Fitz 
gerald rem arked, if the rule could hav« 
been adhered to until th«* close of thf 
trial, but the

C H A R G E S R E A F F I R M E D 


Conduct of Captain of the Larchm ont 


Arraigned by Young Wom an. 
Block Island, R. I., Feb. 15.— In all 
the IumIUus of seventy-four victims of 
the Ill-fated steam er Larchm ont have 
been recovered. 
One survivor, Miss 
Sadie Gallup of Boston, still remains 
on the island, where she is being 
cared for. 
Last evening she regained 
consciousness and stated to several 
new spaper men that when she begged 
either Captain McVey or Pursur Young 
to take her in their boat, they pushed 
her back and the lifeboat left the 
L archm ont with only six in it, al­ 
though 
it 
would hav«* held tw enty 
more 
When th«- steam er went down 
she found herself on a piece of wreck­ 
age and remained on It until picked 
up t«*n hours later by the crew of the 
fishing schooner Elsie. 
Miss Gallup 
was 
very 
emphatic In 
her charge 
against C’aptiiin McVey and the offi­ 
cers of the Larchmont. 
It is stated 
that Miss Gallup will recover, although 
her hands and feet are badly frost­ 
bitten. 
The Block Island fishing fleet of 
twenty sails searched 
the adjacent 
w aters assiduously yesterday, but only 
two bodies were recovered. 
The bois­ 
terous condition which pr<*vail<d since 
the Larchm ont went down moderated 
and the wind shifted to southw est and 
south, so that it is not believed that 
any more bodies will be throw n up on 
the beach. 


Adds to Grim List. 
Providence, R. I., Feb. 15.— Samuel 
L. L ’Combe of Manchester, N. H., one 
of the survivors of the wrecked steam ­ 
er Larchm ont, Is dead from the effects 
of the exposure following the disaster. 
This reduces the num ber of survivors 
to eighteen. 


Threatened Duel Averted. 
Paris, Feb. 15.— The threatened duel 
between Henri D* s Houx, organizer of 
the league of French patriots, and 
Deputy Pugllesi-Conti has been avert­ 
ed, It having been decided that a 
m eeting on the field of honor w-as 
not necessary.

Indianapolis, Feb. 15.— The senate 
has postponed action on the Farber- 
Babcock bill until the first of next 
week, owing to the illness of Senator 
Farber, who was not able to take it up 
: today. 
The house indicated yesterday after­ 
noon that it will pass Representative 
Edwards's bill to allow the $120.000 
j claim 
of 
the Vincennes 
university. 
Representative Sltmp of Washington 
tried to have it made a special order 
of business for Monday afternoon, but 
Representative Edwards demanded an 
immediate vote to pass it to third 
reading. Tho action against Represen­ 
tative Slimp was unanimous. 
It is 
i expected 
that 
th«* bill 
will be put 
through the house today under suspen 
sinn of the rules. 
The house passed th«* state board of 
health’s pure food bill, which was in­ 
troduced by Representative Downey. 
It amended it. however, cutting the 
i appropriation from $20 000 to $10,000 
annually and reducing the state chem­ 
ist's salary from $3,000 to $2.»'00 a 
i year. 
The bill in its present form is 
not expected to be of much benefit to 
th«* state board of health, as its most 
valuable features were eliminated. 
The Democrats in the house scored 
a temporary victory when they saved 
the Downey primary election bill from 
th* graveyard and succeeded in having 
it advanced to second reading. 
The 
Republican members of the elections 
committee reported this and the King 
bill for indefinite postponement. 
The 
minority report favorable to the Down­ 
ey bill, which provides for the nomina­ 
tion of all candidates by direct vote, 
was adopted, ten Republicans voting 
with the Democrats. 
After his bill 
was killed Representative King ad­ 
vocated the passage of the Downey 
bill, which not only provides for the 
nomination of all candidates by direct 
vote, but provides that the state, coun 
ty and city committees shall be or­ 
ganized in the same manner. 
Rep­ 
resentative Downey said that if it is 
a good thing for c«»unties to have di 
rect primai i* s it would b«* «-qually good 
for the state. 
He assorted that the 
peoph* are demanding a direct primary 
system for the entire state. 
Repre 
sentative Fitch defended the action of 
the elections committee, claiming that 
the system proposed by Mr. Downey 
would be too expensive and imprac­ 
tical. 
He said that what might be 
good for Marion county would not 
apply to Brown and other small coun­ 
ties. 
The Democrats voted solidly in 
sustaining Mr. Downey. 
Mr. Fitch’s 
bill 
providing for county 
primaries 
will be reported for passage today. 
The attempt to bring about woman’s 
suffrage in Indiana received a death­ 
blow at the hands of a majority of the 
members of the senat*-. 
The defeat of 
the measure, which was Introduced by 
Senator Gavins of Terre Haute, was 
due more largely to the efforts of the 
“women who remain at home” than to 
anyone else. 
Several 
members de­ 
clared that they voted against the bill 
at the request of their wiveB and 
raotb«*rs, who didn’t car*- to have the 
bars thrown d«»wn for women to take 
part in the political game.
